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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The applicant filed amendment on March 27, 2006 in response to the office 
action mailed February 24, 2006, canceling the rejected claims 1-7, 16-37, and 
amendment to claim 8 meets the "Claim Objections", therefore, puts the 
application in conditions for allowance. 

1 . Claims 8-1 5 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

The prior art specifically Butovitsch (Butovitsch et al., US Patent No. 
6,259,927), Higuchi (Higuchi et al., US Patent No. 6,967,987), and Shinde 
(Shinde, US Publication No. 2004/0174,926) are failed to render obviousness in 
combination or individually and failed to anticipate individually the following 
underlined limitations: 

"In a mobile communication system, a power reduction method for coupling a 
base station to a mobile unit, the power reduction method comprising the steps 
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of: detecting consecutive frame erasures (FERs) on a link coupling the base 
station to the mobile unit, wherein if a consecutive frame erasure is detected, 
there is further included a step of incrementing a consecutive frame erasure 
counter; determining whether the base station is in a soft handoff condition with 
the mobile unit: and when N consecutive frame erasures (FERs) have been 
detected, clamping a power of transmission on the link to a particular level: and 
determining whether the consecutive frame erasure counter is egual to an 
allowable consecutive frame erasure (N), wherein if a consecutive frame erasure 
counter eguals the allowable consecutive frame erasure (N), then there is further 
included steps of: resetting a consecutive good frames counter: setting a gain 
ratio to a clamped gain ratio: and ignoring by the base station power control bits 
transmitted by the mobile unit " as disclosed in independent claim 8. 

For these reasons, independent claim 8 is allowed. Claims 9-15 are depend 
on the independent claim 8, therefore, the dependent claims 9-15 are allowed 
under the same reasons set forth in claim 8.
